Spray Tips For iF 
Gardeners 


Mild Winter, Favorable 
Spring Results In 
Heavy Insect “Crop” 


Due to the mild winter and favor- 
able spring, many plants in the 
home gardens are infested with a 
wide variety of insects. Chief among 
these are: aphids or plant lice, leaf 
hoppers, red spiders, thrips, and 
scale insects. 

For aphis, leaf hoppers, red spi- 
der, scale insects, the contact spray, 
such as oil and nicotine combina- 
tion or pyrethrum rotonone spray, 
will usually be successful if repeat- 

«ed two or three times at weekiy in- 
“tervals. 


*. For beetles and other plant chew- | 


ing insects, stomach poisons, such 
Pas arsenate of lead, are usually ef- 


fective. 


' For the foraging type of insects, 
such as grasshoppers, snails, sow- 
bugs, etc., poison baits usually give 
the best control, 

The first two controls are ap- 
plied to the plants themselves, 
whereas the poison baits are placed 
on the ground near the plants and 
attract and poison the insects be- 
fore they get onto the plants. 

Materials for controlling insects 
are available in small quantities for 
the family garden locally. Identi- 
fication of insects, and their recom- 
mended control, will be gladly given 
if specimens are brought to the Ag- 
ricultural Commisisoner or the 
Farm Advisor.

12,067 Of State’s 13,510 
Precincts Give President 


Three To One Preference 


SAN FRANCISCO (UP)—Califor- 
| nia told the nation today it wants 
President Rocsevelt to shatter pre- 
cedent and stand for a third term. 


Returns from 12,067 of the state’s 
13,510 precincts gave: Roosevelt, 
659,050; Vice-President John N. Gar- 
‘ner, 101,796; Willis Allen (Ham and 
| ees). 80,626; Lieutenant Governor 
Ellis Patterson, 44,835. 

In the same precincts the unop- 
posed Republican slate polled 491,- 
472. 


The lop-sided victory will send 
California’s delegates to the nation- 
al convention next month instructed 
to east their 44 votes as a unit for 
the president’s nomination. 


William F. Knowland, Republican 
National Committeeman, said the 
Republican vote was larger than 
anticipated as there was no organ- 
ized statewide drive to bring out
